The great firm of Vickers have faced 
this fact and after three years of al- 
most continuous research and work 
have now perfected a system of gas 
machinery for propelling ships. The 
explosion engine, in a word, is to re- 
place the steam enyine. 

Strange Looking Warship. 

The design for such a vessel has 
been worked out. It has no funnels, 
and is thus an ext ‘aordinary looking 
eraft. Its speed will be higher than 
that of any existing battleship. Its 
dimensions are moderate, but it car- 
ries batteries more powerful than 
even the Dreadnought, since all of its 
ten guns can fire or either beam, and 
six ahead or astern. This is to be the 
ship of the futfre. 

Admiral Sir E. Fitzgerald, who 

opened the discussion, deprecated the 
adoption of too hasty a generalization 
from the result of one battle—mean- 
ing that of the sea of Japan. He re- 
membered the battle of Lissa, and, 
because one vessel was rammed and 
sunk there, every warship for thirty 
ears was fitted with a monstrobity on 
ts bows called a ram, which had sunk 
many a friend but never a foe. With 
regard to the adoption of oil as fuel, 
he wondered what would happen if 
a shell came into the oil reservoir; 
whether the oil would all run out, if 
it did not explode, and the ship 
would be left with: it fuel; or, if one 
set of tanks escaped, there would be 
a heavy list to one side. 

Admiral Sir C. Noel said if the ma- 
rine gas engines foreshadowed could 
be produced there was no doubt they 
would be of great value, becanse they 
would give ships a higher speed and 
a much wider radius of action. 

Counts Up Advantages. 

Admiral Sir E. Fremantle observed 
there could be no question of the ad- 
vaniages which would ensue if bat 
tleship decks could be cleared of the 
incumbrance of funnels and 
eppliances necessary with steam en-

RARE BOGUS GEMS. 


Smali Rubies and Sapphires Enlarged 
to Any Size. 


The discovery of a Parisian manu- 
facturer who is making rubies and 
sapphires of large size by an ingen- 
ious process is likely to cause trouble 
among English, as it has done already 
among French, jewelers and dealers 
in precious stones. 

A London gentleman, who has 
learned the secret of the process from 
the manufacturer himeelf, said that 
these rubies and sapphires are made 
by taking the remnants of cut stones, 
and also small asd badly shaped 
stones, which by themselves are of 
little value, and making them up by 
means of the electrical furnace and 
high-pressure moulds to any size re- 
quired. 

“T have seen rudies and sapphires 
thus manufactured ranging in size up 
to half an inch,” he said. ‘These 
stones are called ‘constructed’ rubies 
and ‘constructed’ sapphires, and they 
possess all the quality of the original 
stone. Indeed, the only way to de- 
tect the difference between the ‘con- 
structed’ and original stone is to look 
-t the grain, or ‘silk,’ as jewelers 
call it, through a powerful micros- 

‘The ‘silk’ is straight in the origina] 
stone, and curly or cloudy in the 
‘constructed’ one. A firm of London 
pawnbrokers advanced more than 
$2,000 a month ago on a ‘constructed’ 
ruby. Of course, it was not worth any 
thing like $500; but that was the mar 
ket price of an original stone of the 
same size. The ratio of value between 
the ‘constructed’ and origina! stone 
is about two-fifths. 

“You can see, however, that one is 
perfectly safe in wearing these stones. 
I am told that the ruby trade in Eng 
land is already suffering in anticipa- 
rion, for jewelérs, who are fully aware 
of the existence of these ‘constructed’ 
stones. also know that large quanti 
ties of them will soon appear in the 
English markets.”

STABLE VENTILATION. 


Heard's Dairyman Discusses’ the 
Question of Its Cash Value—Prof. 
Grisdale’s Experiences. 


A neighbor once said to us, ‘Hoard, 
if you find anything is particularly 
dairy management, you keep 
pounding it into us.” 

Well, perhaps that is so. We keep 
in mind, that old proverb in the Bible 
“Line upon line; here a little and 
there a little.” 

For several years we have seen that 
dairy farmers, as a rule, do’ not rea- 
lize the cash value to them of a 
rightly ventilated stable. They do not 
pee thet it means more cash for them; 
better profit, more milk from their 
cows; larger returns from the same 
feed. They do not see these sit 
men do not see things they should 
not be expected to be governed by 
them. And so we keep at them trying 
to make them see the truth as we see 
it. Recently we printed a very excel- 
lent article from Mr. J. H. Grisdale, 
the manager of the dairy department 
of the Canadian Experiment Farm at 
Ottawa. In that article Mr. Grisdale 
relates his experience in putting cows 
into an unventilated stable and one 
that was roperly ventilated. He 
shows clearly the finer condition of 
the cows in the latter and their more 
profitable work, and he says: 

“It might lessen your feed bill. It 
would certainly lessen your doctor’s 
bills. It would certainly increase the 
comfort of your animals. There 1 
much less danger from lung troubles, 
or diarrhetic or trouble of urine, and 
there is much less danger from 
troubles with the digestive organs 
when the air conditions are correct. 

Now, there is a_ solid, practical 
statement. No theory about it. That is 
the way we have found it, as well as 
hundreds of other men who have 
tried it. Cows in that shape are go 
ing to do much better for a man on 
| the same expense of care and feed

Flannel Blouses Look Like New Whee 
trones, Properly. 

“Flanne! blouses never look really 
nice after they've once been washed,” 
said Bolly when she came upon Hetty 
making herself a new one.

“I allow a heaped tablespoonful of 
this to half a gallon of warm water in 
which I can comfortably bear my 
hand.

“I squeeze and souse It up and down 
in this and then in another similar lot 
of suds, after which it is generally 
clean, unless it is the first time of 
washing, when, if there happens to 
have been a lot of dressing used in 
the making of the material, !t some- 
times needs a third lot of suds before 
the dirt will come out. 

“Then Il rinse it well in clear warm 
water ana either squeeze as dry as pos- 
put it 


through the wringer. 

“If I wrung it in the ordinary twisty 
way between my hands, the flannel 
would probably shrink in drying. 

“If I had a drying ground, I should 
then hang it in a shady, windy place 
to dry, but as I live in a tiny flat | 
hang it on a clothes horse and put it in 


‘front of the window, leaving both door 


and window wide open. 

“When -ery nearly dry I press very 
thoroughly on the wrong side with a 
fairly warm iron, being very careful 
to go well up into the gathers at tep 
and bottom of sleeves. After many 
experiments I’ve come to the conclu- 
sion that to iron when very nearly 
dry is better than to do it when half 
dry, as I always used to do.”

The following 
pincushion suggestions may certainly 
be termed novelties in their line: 

It is the fashion now to have mon- 
ster pincushions that reach from side 
to side of the dressing table and 
hold not only the supply of ordinary 
pins, but the hundred and one hatpins, 
lace pins, safety pins, etc., which are 
in this manner best marshaled for a 
choice.

BACK FROM SOLITARY HAUNTS 
OF FUR-BEARING ANIMALS. 


Collecting of Valuable Furs » Hazard- 
ous Businese—Some Articles of the 
Trapper's Outfit—The Home of the 
Musk Rat—A TiH-Bit for Mitike— 
Over Hundreds uf Miles of Snow 
Traveling at Night. 

One by one, always one by one, the 


worn out trappers are trudging back 
to civilization after their winter la- 


bors, at their rude sleds, 
iled hi th the pelts for miladi’s 
urs and milord’s coata. Every spring, 


when the thinning coats of the fur 
bearing animals give the unmistak- 
able signal that it is high time to get 
away, that same dreary procession be- 


gins. 

The collecting of valuable furs from 
the woods is a hazardous business, 
such as nobody but men of tried cour- 
age and perfect constitution can well 
undertake. But as the reward is eel 
dcm large, and oftener meagre, those 
who follow the business are, as a rule, 
either past the prime of life or are 
aimed in a way to unfit them for 
earning wages at other occupa 
tions. Of the two or three score of 
men who went into the woods last 
fall, with scanty provisions and all the 
traps they could haul, seventy-five 
per cent. were past fifty years of age 
and more than fifty per cent. of mix 
ed French and Indian blood, the In 
dian element furnishing the woodcraft 
and the French giving the necessary 
physical vigor and tenacity of pur- 


pose. 

The one indispensable article in the 
trapper’s outfit is the long and high 
posted frame sled, or “snow yacht,” 
a? it is called. It is a light and loose 
hoi construction of hard wood, 

aving, broad and thin runners of 
polished sapling beech. The sleds are 
wide enough to hald up a load of 600 
pounds on soft snow, and can coast 
steep and bushy hillsides with the 
speed of steel shod to ans. 

Going in, this aled is laden with 
Indian meal, prepared flour, molasses, 
black tea, fat salt a blanket, an 
extra pair of w socks and all 
the new traps that a strong inan can 
haul. Packed under the bag of meal 
and away from the wet is a single shot 
rifle with a short barrel, and on top 
of the load and ready for use at short 
notice is a light axe, with a short 
hendle. A paper of salt, a box, of 
matches, a strong clasp knife, a sfhall 
file for sharpening the axe and knife 
and a bountiful supply of tobacco 
complete the outfit for a stay of four 
or five months. 

Traps for mink are placed near shal- 
low and muddy ponds, where the 
number of conical houses made from 
flags and dead grasses indicates that 
muskrats abound. Mink feed upon 
muskrats, and the presence of the 
muskrat homes means good trapping. 

The stouter otter traps are set near 
open holes in the ice and close under 
sunny clay banks, where the otters 
take winter exercise in sliding. For 
the taking of the valuable fisher cats 
the traps are set among hummocks 
and seams in the ice, close inshore, 
and are baited with fish on the trench- 
er and lines of frozen minnows or 
shiners strewn from open holes in the 
ice in the direction of the traps, to 
lead the wily beasts to destruction 

A trapper must start early and work 
very hard to set out a fresh line of 
traps for twenty miles along a stream 
in a day. At night he seeks out a 
thick clump of fir or spruce on the 
scuthern slope of a steep hill, and, 
having shovelled away the snow with 
his snowshoes and grubbed out the 
stumps, surrounds himself with three 
thick walls and a roof of evergreen 
boughs. Filling the inside deeply with 
hemlock or fir brush for a_ bed, he 
kindles a big fire in front of the south- 
ern: opening or “door’ and_ sleeps 
scundly until-the crimson bars above 
the eastern hills mark the coming 
day. Then, putting his tin dipper over 
the coals to draw a strong brew of tea, 
and eating some cold roasted muskrat 
from the pocket of his hunting coat, 
he takes his remaining traps on the 
sled, crosses the divide to the parallel 
stream and returns to the home 
camp, setting his traps on the way 
and reaching his starting point at 
nightfall. 

The concentrated essence of joy in 
the trapper’s life is when, with traps 
oiled and hidden away, with sled 
loaded with furs and belt buckled up 
tightly, he finds himself facing south 
and east and feels the tug of the sled 
rope pulling from behind. At times he 
tuavels more than one hundred miles 
over melting banks of snow that clog 
his snowshoes and cause him to ache 
in every joint Though the going may 
get so bad that, except for a few hours 
after midnight, he can make no pro 
a at all he is never depressed, for 
1e knows that somewhere “‘away over 
there,” out and beyond the intermin 
able woods, outside the clustered 
mountains and hills that fence him in, 
fs a fur buyer who will pay him 
money for what he has earned so hard 
ly and after the money come the 
bathroom, the barber shop, the cloth 
fing store and then ah, then! a warm 
and cosey seat in front of some bar 
where the fluids he likes comes to him 
at the wave of his hand

OLD AGE PENSIONS. 


tnformation About the Countries That 
Have Adopted the Plan. 

A good m politicians, says Tit- 
Bits; havé explained why pom ob peo- 
ple should receive a pension after 
they reach old age, but no ome has 
yet been able to solve the problem as 
to whete the money is to Sete Hevan 
to pay the pensions. " 
According to Mr. Asquith, the cost 
of a Ss. pension to all over 65 in this 
country would amount to £26,000,000 
per annum. It would be impossible 
‘or the state to pey this hage amount 
of money from the national exchequer 
unless new taxes or compulsory pro- 
vident insurance ethemes were de- 
vised. 
Many social reformers regard the 
latter as the only solution to the dif- 
ficulty, and quote the cases of France, 
Germany, ustria, and Hungary, 
where compulsory insurance has been 
adopted to a certain extent, thereby 
ri about a decrease of pauper- 


Germany and France. 

In Germany, for instance, an act 
was carried in 1889, compelling insaur- 
ance against old age. The obligation 
to insure rests on all who are in re- 
ceipt of wages of not more than £2 
per week. Half the premium, however, 
which varies according to the wages 
received, is paid by the masters. e 
pension begins at the age of 70, the 
amount varying by very complicated 
rules, but the state pays a fixed sum 
of £2 108 annually, in addition to the 
pension. 

A special department of the Minis- 
try of the Interior, designated Assist- 
ance Publique, has been established 
in France for the relief of the needy, 
and gives away over 12,000,000 
francs and not more than 200 francs 
to poor people aged 70 and upwards 
This contribution, however, must not 
exceed 50 francs per head, nor be 
given in more cases than 2 per 1,000 
of the population 

Other Countries. 

Belgium adopted an old age pen- 
sion scheme in 1900, and in the same 
year Victoria passed an act granting 
168. per week to any old person who 
fulfilled certain conditions 

The sister colony, New Zealand, has 
also shown what can be done in the 
way of old-age pensions. In 1898 an 
act was passed providing’ pensions of 
ls. a day for people over 65 years of 
age who had been resident in the 
country for 25 years and had not been 
convicted of offences against the law 
Aliens, aborigines, Chinese, and Asi- 
atics’are excluded from this scheme. 


LONDON’S SMART SET.

Before a great congregation which 
filled every part of his beautiful West 
London church, Father Bernard 
Vaughan commenced a course of 
Lenten sermons dealing further with 
the sins of smart society. 

“We live in a time,” he said, ‘‘when 
the world has discovered that there 
is no such thing as sin. In churches, 
in current literature, in drawing-room 
conversations, in clubs everywhere 
we are reminded that we have passed 
from the shadows of dogma into the 
illumination of science.

HIGH PRICE OF FLAX SEED 


As a result of the new customs tar 
iff of ten cents per bushel on imported 
flax seed, the price of flax seed is 


now $1.23 per bushel in Winnipeg. At 
this price it is claimed that flax grow 
ing is more profitable than wheat 


growing, and it thay be expected that 


considerable quantities will be grown 
in the Canadian Northwest this year. 

Flax matures more quickly than 
wheat and may oonsequently be sown 
later. New. settlers who have only 
been able to sow a small acreage of 
wheat can, after the wheat is sown, 
break up more land for flax seed. 
The seed may be sown as late as the 


middle of June, although Mar is con 
sidered the best month. In fact flax 
seed seems to wait the farmer's con 
venience. It can be sown early or 
late, and as it is less liable to atl 
from weather than any of the other 
cereals, it may be harvested after the 
wheat, oats and barley have been 
gathered in. 

Flax seed is especially well adapted 
for newly broken land. Prof. Shaw of 
the University of Minnesota, formerly 
one of the professors of the Agricul 
tural College at Guelph, Ont., says in 
reference to this: ‘The influence of 
the flax crop is helpful to the quick 
reduction of the prairie sod, owing to 
the peculiar nature of the fibrous 
growth of the roots. These, penetrat- 
ing every part, reduce the soil to a 
disintegrated pulverulent mass, which 
is greatly favorable to the growth of 
the succeeding grain crop other than 
flax. It has also been noticed that 
good crops of flax follow the breaking 
up of a sod field. Whyf For the 
same reasons that good crops of flax 
are grown on “new. breaking. The 
yields from crops grown on common 
sod land broken up are usually no® 
80 good as on new breaking, because 
the elements of fertility are not usu 
ally present to the same extent.”

Problems not only vital but com- 
plex will be raised—the constitution 
cf the Committee of Imperial Defen-e, 
and the question of the representation 
of the Britains overseas upon it, the 
naval agreement with Australia, and 
the difficult questions of joint naval 
policy arising out of it; the organiza- 
tion of local forces for war in conneo- 
tion with a scheme of Imperial de- 
fence; and, even more controversial | 
than these difficult matters, the great 
question of preferential trading. 

Another igsue almost overshadows 
these. The conclusion of the New 
Hebrides Convention and the estab- 
lishment by the Mome Ministry of the | 
modus vivendi in the dispute between | 
Newfoundland and the United States | 
are matters which raise the question 
of the adequate protection of the 
daughter States by the diplomacy of 
the Mother Country. There is not 
another Government in the world 
which would dare to discuss such a 
point as this freely, in the presence 
of those whose duty it must be to 
criticize the actions of its ambassa- 
dors accredited to great and friendly 
powers. 

It is impossible to say before the 
Conference has inet, and public opin- 
jon with regard to its results has been 
definitely formed throughout the Em- 
pire, whether the permanent Consul- 
tative Committee. which so many 
hope to see established, will be one | 
ct the fruits of its deliberations. But | 
there can be no doubt as to what is, 
after all, the main point. The organi- 
zation of the whole Empire as a poli- 
tical unit is proceeding with a strong, 
steady growth, and that which fifty 
years ago would have seemed impos- 
sible ig to-day a splendid consumma- 
tion within sight. 


DICK TURPIN’S OAK. 


Scene of Many Exploits by Famous 
Highway Man. 

A most interesting living link with 
that old past, when the highwayman 
and the footpad were the terror of 
the traveler, is still to be found at 
Finchley This is ‘‘Turpin’s Oak,” a 
sturdy, curiously forked specimen of 
Britain’s own peculiar tree, that 
stands at the corner of « narrow lane 
leading into the Great North road. 

When Finchley, now so cultivated 
and built upon, was mostly a great 
common, it was @ favorite haunt of 
thieves and highwaymen desirous of 
plundering the horsemen, coaches, 
and wagons always moving back- |

highway to the uvorth. The oak tree 
we picture then stood out from a | 
clump of smaller trees on a slight, 
eminence that affurded a view of the 
North coad for a considerable dis- | 
tance Behind this tree Turpin and | 
his friends would lie in wait, and then | 
suddenly sally out with their ‘‘Btand | 
and deliver!’
